t 33, Courtney Lyder, ND, 

GNP, CWS, FAAN, Rush 

91, is on the fast track of his 
academic nursing career. He’s an avid 
and successful researcher gaining a 
national reputation, he’s an associate 
professor of geriatric nursing and 
gerontology and he’s coordinator of 
the geriatric nurse practitioner 
master’s program at Yale University 
School of Nursing. He’s also the 
director of an innovative geriatric 
nurse practitioner program at Yale. 

But Lyder’s biggest accomplishment 


in his nursing career came just re- 
cently. 

On Nov. 20, Lyder was inducted as 
a fellow into the American Academy 
of Nursing, which is the highest 
honor in nursing. He is Yale’s 10th 
faculty member to earn this 
distinction. 

“T was quite thrilled and honored to 
be elected into the American 
Academy of Nursing,” says Lyder, who 
plans to join the academy’s task force 
on older adults. “Clearly, the academy 
offers me the incredible opportunity 
to contribute to the shaping of health 
care policies affecting older adults and 
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minorities. | hope my contributions 
will help lead to better care for our 
nation’s diverse populations.” 

A graduate of the Rush College of 
Nursing, Lyder received his bachelor’s 
degree in 1989, his master’s of science 
in 1990 and his doctor’s of nursing 
degree in 1991. After completing his 
academic training, he taught in the 
gerontological nursing and family 
nurse practitioner programs at St. 
Xavier University in Chicago for 
three years before moving on to Yale 
in 1994. 

“I wanted to focus on an academic 
career because I love clinical nursing 
research,” Lyder says. “I think the best 
nursing researchers are those who 
understand the practice.” 

His major area of research is in the 
care of pressure ulcers. Notably, he has 
conducted studies funded by the U.S. 
Health Care Financing Administration 
to help develop a quality indicator for 
long-term care of patients in nursing 
homes with pressure ulcers. 

Some of his research will be 
published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in the 
article “Quality of Care for Hospital 
Medicare Patients at Risk for Pressure 
Ulcers.”

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College prepares 
for possible 
nursing shortage

magine a hospital without nurses. 

Impossible? Of course. Because 

anyone who has ever been 
hospitalized or worked in health care 
knows how vital nurses are. Hospitals 
could not function, even for a day, 
without nurses on hand to manage 
patients’ care programs and provide 
high-tech care, educate patients and 
families about home care, prepare 
patients and families for diagnostic 
tests and surgical procedures, and 
provide emotional support and 
counseling. 

Fortunately, hospitals won’t have 
to try. But there may come a day 
when many of the nation’s hospitals, 
including Rush, experience severe 
nursing shortages. And according to 
Jane Llewellyn, DNSc, RN, associate 
vice president of the Rush College of 
Nursing, and Kay Andreoli, DSN, 
FAAN, vice president for nursing 
affairs and dean of the Rush College 
of Nursing, that day may come 
sooner than anyone thinks. 

“For the fourth year in a row, 
undergraduate enrollment in nursing 
has decreased by around 6 percent,” 
Andreoli says. “And at the other end, 
the average age of our nursing staff is 
44, and the average age of our faculty 
is 50. In the next 15 years, that group 
will retire, and if the trend of 
declining enrollment continues, there 
will be nobody in the pipeline.” 

In an effort to reverse the 
downward trend and ensure that 
Rush’s short- and long-term nursing 
needs are met, the Medical Center 
has already taken several steps. 

With more vacancies to fill and 
fewer people around to fill them, 
competition for nurses is fierce — 
especially in cities like Chicago that 
are home to several hospitals. So last 
spring, Rush held a recruitment fair 
and open house to attract both 
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Mires wh, nue the practitioner ioucne at Rush a are able to work closely wi 
nurses and physicians to provide some basic care services to patients. 


Grant to help College of Nursing 
train more nurse practitioners

he Department of Nursing at : 


the U.S. Department of 

Health and Human Services 
(DHHS) has awarded a large grant 
to the College of Nursing to help 
alleviate the shortage of adult nurse 
practitioners in the United States. 

The three-year, $678,117 grant, 
coupled with an additional 
contribution of $600,000 from the 
Rush College of Nursing, will allow 
the college to train 40 percent more 
nurse practitioners to meet the 
increased demand. 

According to the Department of 
Nursing at DHHS and the Pew 
Health Professions Commission, 
there is a growing shortage of 
primary care physicians in low- 
income areas, says Linda Hollinger-

Ms. Nordahl became a Life Member of 
the St. Luke’s alumni organization in 
1967.

We neglected to let our alums 
know that in 1998, we received a 
large gift from the trust of Johanna V. 
Oetjen, who died in 1996, to endow a 
scholarship in her name. Ms. Oetjen, 
born in 1897, began her career in 
rural Kentucky, traveling on 
horseback through narrow trails and 
dirt roads. In the 1930s, she moved to 
Chicago where she did private duty 
and hospital work. 

Although she was not a Rush alum, 
Ms. Oetjen decided to endow a 
scholarship at Rush largely due to our 
nurse practitioner program. She felt 
that as a visiting nurse in the 1920s, 
she functioned much as nurse 
practitioners do today. The first 
Oetjen scholarship was awarded in the 
fall of 1998. 

We hope that others will consider 
remembering Rush in their wills, or 
consider establishing a scholarship in 
memory of a loved one. It’s so 
expensive to go to nursing school 
today, and we need good nurses more 
than ever. The more scholarship 


expanded general medical and surgical 


support we can offer, the more we can 
ensure that we continue to attract the 
best students to Rush, regardless of 
ability to pay.

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Accreditation, graduates, awards ring in new year 


by Kathleen G. Andreoli, DSN, FAAN, Vice President for Nursing Affairs 
The John L. and Helen Kellogg Dean of the College of Nursing 


he year 1999 was an especially 

good year for the College of 

Nursing. The Commission on 
Collegiate Nursing Education 
(CCNE) granted accreditation for the 
baccalaureate and master’s nursing 
programs for 10 years, extending to 
December 31, 2009. Our faculty and 
students were well prepared for the 
visit and we were delighted to receive 
full accreditation for meeting the 
quality standards of nursing education 
in the United States. 

The Golden Apple Award for the 
outstanding teacher of the year, 
selected by the baccalaureate students, 
was Kathy Lauer, PhD, RN, assistant 
professor and associate chair of the 
Department of Adult Health Nursing. 
The Excellence in Teaching Award, as 
voted by the faculty, was conferred on 
Marcia Murphy, MS, RN, assistant 
professor in the Department of Adult 
Health Nursing. As always, education 
is our No. | mission, thus, it is 
important to showcase our master 
teachers. 

In June, we graduated our last class 
of the century at the Convocation for 
the College of Nursing, where 66 


undergraduates received their Rush 


nursing pins, which were, as usual, 
generously contributed by the Nurses 
Alumni Association. 

A highlight of the convocation was 
the inauguration of the Helen O’Brien 
Award, sponsored by her son. 
Although Mrs. O’Brien (Pres. ’26) 
turned 102 years old in September, 
she continues to visit the Medical 
Center often. The first Helen O’Brien 
Scholar is Angel Edwards-Hedberg, a 
rising second-year nursing student. 

At the commencement, the 
College conferred nursing degrees on 
207 graduates: 104 bachelor’s of 
science in nursing; 66 master’s of 
science in nursing; 28 doctor’s of 
nursing; and 10 doctor’s of nursing 
science. This brings the total number 


of graduates from Rush University 
College to 4,194. We have graduated 
a total of 11,420 nurses from St. 
Luke’s, Presbyterian, Pres.-St. Luke’s 
and Rush University College of 
Nursing. 

For this academic year, there are 
163 students enrolled in the Bachelor 
of Science program, 16 in the Master 
of Science; 20 in post-degree nurse 
practitioner programs; 79 in the 
Doctor of Nursing program; and 83 in 
the Doctor of Nursing Science 
program. There are 54 non-degree 
students taking classes in the College, 
bringing the total student count to 
560. 

Our pre-licensure students 
represent a diverse cross-section, 
reflecting the melting pot of 
metropolitan Chicago. One third of 
our students are people of color, 23 
percent speak English as a second 
language and 12 percent are heads of 
households. 

Our fall enrollment numbers reflect 
the national trend in declining 
enrollment in nursing schools. We 
think that this is part of the temporary 
ebb and flow of nursing shortages to 
nursing surpluses, but we are doing 
everything we can to ensure that Rush 
continues to attract the best students 


by increasing financial aid at the 
College. 

@ Salomon Smith Barney 
Scholarship 
The Salomon Smith Barney 
Scholarship Award, which has offered 
three full-tuition scholarships from the 
Salomon Smith Barney Foundation 
since 1997, will help in our efforts to 
boost and maintain enrollment. This 
year, David Cadell was selected for his 
high academic standing as well as for 
his interest in serving as a primary 
health care provider for inner-city 
people, especially those in Hispanic 
communities. 

@ Adult Nurse Practitioner 
Program Funded 

The Division of Nursing of the 
U.S. Bureau of Health Professions 
(Health Services) funded our Adult 
Nurse Practitioner Program with a 
three-year grant totaling $678,117. 
This project grant allows us to 
significantly expand our existing 
Adult Nurse Practitioner program by 
40 percent annually during the next 
three years. 

Chicago Christian Industrial 
League 

We are collaborating with the 
Chicago Christian Industrial League 
(CCIL), which has received a $45,000 
grant from the Visiting Nurses 
Association Foundation to support a 
nurse practitioner who is a faculty 
members in the College’s Healthy 
Bodies Healthy Minds project. The 
project is designed to provide holistic 
health care services for needy clients 
of the league to increase their chances 
of success in education, training and 
employment. 

The achievements you’ve just read 
are just some of the ways in which the 
College is preparing for the challenges

experienced nurses and recent 
graduates from other area nursing 
programs. “It was very successful,” 
Llewellyn says. “We hired 54 nurses 
just from that one event, and those 
new hires provided significant relief 
for several areas of urgent need — 
the operating room, the emergency 
room and orthopedics.” 

Other marketing efforts have 
focused on “selling” nursing as an 
attractive profession to high school 
girls, boys and young adults who will 
soon make career choices. “We're 
doing a great deal of marketing and 
image-shaping,” Andreoli said. 

In addition, the Division of 
Nursing, in partnership with the 
Rush College of Nursing, has re- 
instituted its Nursing Service 
Scholarship Program, which offers 
nursing students one year of free 
tuition for every year of service 
students are willing to commit to 
Rush. Rush will pay two years of

risk factors among African Americans 
and Hispanics. In the past, people 
have assumed that we all have the 
same risk factors, but there are 
differences according to race.” 

He recently developed a program at 
Yale for geriatric nurse practitioners 
that will enable them to work within 
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tuition for 15 incoming juniors who, 
upon graduation in 2001, will stay to 
work at Rush for two years in an area 
of need; and one year of tuition for 

15 seniors in exchange for one year of 
service after they graduate in 2000. 

In addition, to remain competitive, 
Rush has made adjustments in 
nursing salaries. 

“We’re also working really hard on 
improving our work and clinical 
environments so that our nurses have 
the support they need to do their 
jobs,” Llewellyn says. “That’s one way 
to retain more people, as well as 
attract new people to Rush.” 

So while Andreoli and Llewellyn 
emphasize that there is no short-term 
solution to the nursing shortage, 
Rush is making every effort to ensure 
that its nursing program not only 
survives, but thrives. 

“We're counting on our alumni to 
help us in the effort to recruit people 
into the profession of nursing,” 
Andreoli says. “This teamwork should 
make a difference, and the benefit is 


the health of the public.” 


a housing complex, such as 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development senior housing, and 
help the patients to get to a hospital 
if necessary. 

Rush’s commitment to practice has 
instilled in Lyder the need to be 
involved in practice as well as 
research, he says. In Chicago, he had 
a joint practice as a geriatric nurse 
practitioner working 20 hours a week 
with a physician, and at Yale he’s a 
gerontological nurse consultant at 
Yale-New Haven Hospital. 

Rush also taught him the skills 
necessary to succeed in the ever- 
changing health care field. Nurses 
have more options today than they 
have had in the past, such as 
community nursing and critical care 
nursing. “What is being demanded of 
nurses is that they be highly skilled 
and possess a lot of technical 
knowledge. There is also a trend 
toward using more nurse 
practitioners, and I don’t see that 
trend changing soon,” Lyder says. lil

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DNSc program continues to prepare nurses 
for research careers

n 1980 Ted Turner launched CNN 

as the first all-news station, 3M 

introduced Post-it Notes and the 
Rush College of Nursing granted its 
first doctorate of nursing science degree 
to Joyce Keithley, DNSc, RN, FAAN, 
professor in the Department of Adult 
Health Nursing at Rush. Twenty years 
later, CNN is a top source of up-to-date 
information around the world, Post-it 
Notes are a must-have office supply 
and Rush continues to lead the way in 
nursing education. 

When Rush began its doctoral 
program in nursing science in 1977, 
there were only nine programs that 
prepared nurses at the doctoral level 
in the United States. Luther Christman, 
PhD, RN, then dean of the Rush 
University College of Nursing and 
a well-known advocate for nursing 
education, foresaw a future in which 
only highly trained clinicians and 
researchers would survive. In his view, 
advanced preparation for nurses was 
not only desirable, it was a professional 
necessity. As he told Health Services 
Manager in 1977, “If nursing is to be 
fully accepted as a profession, it will 
require a complete educational system 
that will enable nurses to achieve 
excellence in service, education, con- 
sultation and research.”

Joyce Keithley, who joined Rush in 
1972 as a clinical nurse specialist, was 
encouraged by Christman to enroll 
in the first class of Rush’s doctor of 
nursing science program. Keithley 
was particularly interested in research 
and saw the program as an opportunity 
to become more involved in that 
area. “I had lots of questions about why 
things were done the way they were 


and whether other approaches might 
improve care. And I realized that I 
didn’t have the skills that I needed to 
answer those questions,” she says. 

At that time, most of the doctoral 
programs emphasized bench research 
rather than the clinical research focus 
Keithley wanted. The curriculum of

places for six years,” says 
Kathryn Christiansen, DNSc 
’81; RN, FAAN. “Then I got to Rush.” 

During her 22 years at Rush, 
Christiansen, who arrived as a doc- 
toral candidate, has served as assistant 
professor and associate chairperson 
of community health nursing in the 
College of Nursing and, since 1991, 
as executive director of Rush Home 
Care Network. 

This last year has been a big one 
for both Christiansen and Rush Home 
Care Network. She is this year’s Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Nurses Alumni 
Association distinguished alumna, and 
the Network is celebrating its 
25th anniversary. 

Three-fourths of the way through 
the bachelor of nursing program at 
the University of lowa, Christiansen 
wasn’t sure what kind of nursing she 
wanted to do. 

“I hadn’t found an area that I really 
liked. Fortunately, community health- 
public health was just about my last 
rotation and it was a perfect fit. I just 
loved it.” 

By the time she graduated in 
1966, she was working as a community 
health nurse at the lowa City Visiting 
Nurse Association (VNA). 

While at the VNA, she learned 
that she enjoyed working with nursing 
students, so she returned to the Uni- 
versity of lowa as an instructor and 
to pursue her master’s. During this 
second stint at lowa, she also worked 
as a public health nurse consultant, 
performing comprehensive pedi- 
atric evaluations. 

“It was great. My job was to 
get reports from the local community, 
talk to the parents, get a sense of 
what was going on in the home and 
what resources might be available 
in the community,” she says. 

After completing her master’s 
degree in 1972, Christiansen accepted 
a teaching position at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas College of Health 
Sciences. Then, in 1978, while

looking at doctoral programs, she 
visited Rush. 

“What I really liked about Rush,” 
she says, “was that it was very practice- 
oriented, as opposed to theoretical. 
You had to do research, but it was 
applied research. And that’s always 
been of more interest to me. I also liked 
the atmosphere here at Rush and 
the people I interviewed with.” Like 
her introduction to community health 
nursing, Christiansen says of Rush, 

“Tt was a good fit.” 

As Christiansen was settling in, 
Rush Home Care, founded in 1975 
as the first hospital-based home 
health agency in Chicago, was out- 
growing its home in the basement 
of Schweppe-Sprague Hall. Its move 
to that building’s 10th floor was 
the first of many over the years, until 


moving into its current space at 
1645 West Jackson. 

Those moves weren’t the only 
big changes over the years. Starting 
off with a staff of only three nurses, 
Rush Home Care has since added 
services like occupational and physical 
therapy, speech pathology and psy- 
chiatric nursing. Christiansen became 
administrator of Rush Home Care- 
Chicago in 1983, and by 1986 it was 
the first hospital-based home health 
agency to receive accreditation from 
the Joint Commission on Accredi- 
tation of Healthcare Organizations. 
Then, in 1992, Rush Home Care- 
Chicago and Rush Home Care-North 
Shore merged to become Rush Home 
Care Network.

“We've really been on the cutting 
edge of things in the country,” 
Christiansen says. “If you mention 
Rush Home Care to people, they 
know who we are. We’re viewed as 
innovative in our approach to things. 
I’m very proud of that.” 

Lately, Christiansen and her 
staff have been busy preparing for the 
sweeping changes to the federal 
regulations governing payment for 
home care services. It has meant 
a lot of long days for everyone, 
analyzing and coordinating data. 

Yet Christiansen, who keeps a 
life-size cutout of James Dean in 
the corner of her office and several 
plush Disney toys within easy 
reach, likes to inject a little lightness 
into every hectic day. 

“T think it’s important to bring 
humor and fun into the office,” she 
says. “I think if you’re focused on 
being totally serious all the time, then 
you're not as effective.” Hl

the DNSc program offered what 
Keithley was seeking. The job market 
in the early 1980s, however, didn’t 
have many nursing research positions 
available, Keithley says. So she, 

like many of her peers, found herself 
in an administrative position (in 

her case, as associate chairperson in 
the Department of Operation and 
Surgical Nursing at Rush) after gradu- 
ation while others landed in faculty 
roles. Keithley considers herself lucky, 
though, because Rush supported the 
practitioner/teacher model. “Even 
though I spent the majority of time 
doing administrative work, I still 

did research as well as practice and 
education,” she says. And it has 

paid off. Today, Keithley is a well- 
established researcher in the areas 

of HIV and nutrition. 

Since Keithley graduated, research 
opportunities have expanded for those 
with DNSc degrees and the program 
has undergone some transition as well. 
“When I started there was a greater 
emphasis on physical assessment 
skills and science courses,” she says. 


Rush students help people 


around the world 


Lugging 14 75-pound boxes packed with medical supplies, a group of students 
from Rush’s Colleges of Nursing and Health Sciences trekked down to 
Central America in December 1999 on a mission to provide basic health 
care services to impoverished adults and children. In December 2000, a 
second group of students will be returning to Belize to offer basic health care 


services to the needy. 


During the first trip, 13 students spent two weeks in Belize City, where 
they performed volunteer work at a homeless center, a senior citizens center, 
a health clinic and a school for the hearing impaired. They took blood 
pressure readings, gave people baths, delivered food to needy families and 


cared for children. 


The Rush Belize Service Project, sponsored in part by the Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Nurses Alumni Association and Sigma Theta Tau was 
the brainchild of the nursing students who wanted to provide care for those 
unable to afford it. Raising $14,000, the group funded their trip and 
purchased items, such as food and clothing, to donate to the people of Belize 
City. They were also able to help with the costs of purchasing windows for a 
day care center and a van for a senior citizens center. 

“There’s so little structure to the health care system in Belize,” says Angel 
Edwards-Hedberg, then a senior nursing student. “I don’t think we made a 
lasting impression on the infrastructure, but we did help everyone that we 


came into contact with.” 


Escorting the students were College of Nursing faculty members Karen 
Lamb, ND, president of the Nurses Alumni Association, and Judy Trufant, 
MN, RN, assistant professor. The trip offers a good life lesson, Lamb says. 
“There’s an opportunity for all of us to go someplace and make a difference 


in the world,” Lamb says. 


The students and faculty of the Belize service project express their gratitude to the many 
almuni whose contributions made the trip possible. 


“Today many nurses come into the 
program having gained that kind of 
experience from their master’s 
programs, so there’s more emphasis 
placed on developing advanced 
research skills.” 

Although today’s graduates have 
a good chance of getting a job in 
clinical research, it may take some time 
for it to become full time, says 2000 
DNSc graduate Cathy Catrambone, 
DNSc, RN. Since graduation last June, 
Catrambone has continued to work 
the two part-time jobs she had while 
earning her degree — in nurse manage- 
ment and as a research coordinator. 
“Tt’s rare that your job is 100 percent 
research at the beginning; you have 


to establish a track record. Little 

by little, I want to establish my own 
research career and eventually do 
research full time,” she says. 

For Catrambone, that shouldn’t 
be a problem because the faculty of 
the DNSc program encouraged her 
to pursue an area of interest that will 
inspire her work for years to come. 
“They tell you when you go into 
the DNSc program that you should 
devote your research to something 
you really love, something you really 
have a passion for. For me that’s 
asthma,” she says. “And it’s great 
because even though I’m done 
with school, I’m able to continue 
on that track.” Hl 
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College of Nursing continues efforts to increase enrollment

ast June, we celebrated the 

25th anniversary of the first 

graduating class of the College. 
Since 1975, the College has gradu- 
ated 4,314 Rush nurses who are making 
the world a better place. At gradua- 
tion, 120 nursing students received their 
degrees from Rush. There were 74 
bachelor of science degrees in nursing, 
30 master of science degrees in nursing, 
11 doctor of nursing degrees and 
five doctor of nursing science degrees. 

Although this was a joyous occasion, 
the number of graduates reminds us 
all of a national problem: declining 
enrollment in undergraduate nursing 
programs. This was the smallest number 
of Rush nursing graduates since 1977 
and shows nearly a 60 percent drop 
compared to last year’s class. 

We are working hard to turn that 
trend around by dramatically increasing 
our efforts to recruit nursing students. 
One way that we are doing that is 
through a partnership with the Rush 
Medical Center that will help to 
solve the nursing shortage that exists 
in the hospital as well as the College. 

Through the Nursing Service 
Scholarship Program, tuition is waived 
for every year of service that students 
commit to Rush. So far, 13 new nurses 
have joined the staff through this pro- 
gram. Another 37 are still completing 
their degrees. 

This is a win-win situation. The 
financial incentive draws highly 
qualified students to our College and 
these well-trained individuals use the 
skills they have learned to improve 
the quality of care for our patients at 
the Medical Center. 

Their skills are particularly 
essential in today’s health care world. 
One of the most important things 
the College of Nursing teaches is pro- 
fessional judgement. We teach nurses 
to be advocates for patients and to 
learn from peers and superiors. By 
walking through case studies and 
health care scenarios, nursing college 


instructors emphasize safety and 
quality assurance. 

Another way that Rush is helping to 
increase its pool of applicants to the 
nursing program is through a Summer 
Enrichment Program for incoming pre- 
licensure students. In August, Lucy 
Willis, PhD, RN, director of multicul- 
tural affairs and student academic 
facilitator, led the two-week program, 
which is designed to provide promising 
nursing students with additional educa- 
tional experiences to enhance their 
success in nursing programs. In its third 
year, the intensive program assists 
students in reviewing their knowledge 
of anatomy, physiology and math. It 
also helps students develop good study, 
library and computer skills. This 
past summer, 70 students completed 
the program. 

The dramatic decline in enroll- 
ments and graduations from nursing 
doctoral programs nationwide has 
resulted in a new task force at the 
College comprising alumni, faculty 
and representatives from other 
health disciplines. This task force 
will be evaluating our DNSc pro- 
gram as it relates to other nursing 
programs in the country. Chairing this 
committee is Joyce Keithley, DNSc, 
RN, FAAN, professor in the depart- 
ment of Adult Health Nursing.
